THE BELL SUIT. 


What Mr. Tripp, Prof. y’s Lawyer, 
Thinks of the Believes that 
if Bell Loses Gray Cam Recover Heavy 
Mesne Profits. 

Tue Tateune of yesterday contained the 
salient points in the bill prepared by the Gov- 
‘ernment against the Bell Telephone Company, 
which will be filed, probably, at Columbus by 
ex-Senator Thurman, and be presented to the 
court about Monday. A reporter yesterday 
saw Mr. Dwight K. Tripp, the ettorney for 
age 3 and asked him what he thougut of

“Why, you will understand that it was not 
until after Bell had seen and copied the caveat 
filed by Prof. Gray that be was able to make a 
speaking telephone. The caveat was filed the 
14th of February, 1876, and it was not until the 
10th of the following month that Bell manu- 
factured an instrument that could be put to 
practical use. That instrument was not man- 
ufactured in accordance with the specifications 
contained in Beil’s applicetion, but after the 
manner of the instrument described ia Gray's 
caveat. For three years after he had obtained 
bis patent papers Bell worked with bis own in- 
strument trying to make a speaking telephone 
out of it. He did not succeed, however, for he 
finally abandoned it, and nobody has ever 
heard of it since.” 

In case the courts should decide that Be!ll’s 
patents were illegal and that they were fraud- 
ulently obtained, would this entitle Prof. Gray 
to a portion if not all of the immense revenue 
which Bell bas derived from the benefits of 
what is now claimed to be Gray’s invention?“ 

„ do not doubt but that it would. Should 
the instrument now ciaimed by Bel! as his pa- 
tent be found to be described in Gray's caveat 
and not in the application which Bell fllea at 
the same time, I think under the law that Bel 
would be looked upon simply as a trustee who 
bad been receiving for Gray the money that 
the people have paid for tne use of Gray’s in- 
vention.” ' 

And you think Gray could recover it?“ 

„ Certainiy.”” 

In case Beli is worsted in the present suit, 
will Mr. Gray bring action against Beil?’’ 

“ That is almost too far ahead to talk of 
now, butin any event Prof. Gray would be 
satisfied, whether be got a dollar out 
of it or not, to see the courts de 
cide against Bell and thus give the 
honor of the invention, which may lead to such 
great things in futpre, to Elisha Gray. I de- 
lieve the trial will be one of the most interest- 
ing and remarkable in the history of jurispru- 
dence. Of course, when the case is presented 
at Columbus, the first question to be consid- 
ered will be that of jurisdiction. Should it be 
decided that the case will come within the 
jurisdiction of the Columbus courts, it will 
doubtless be pusbed forward at once.“ 


Senator Vest’s Pan-Electric Stock. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 10.—Mesers. Hale 


and Millard, designated for the purpose by the 
House Special Committee to investigate and 
report the facts concerning the ownership of 
Pan-Electric telephone stock by certain public 
officers, took the deposition of Senator Vest 
at bis residence this afternoon. The Senator 
stated that be fret beard of the Pan-Elec- 
tric Telephone Company through a printed 
circular sent to him through the maiis some 
time in April, 1884. The circular gave the 
names of the officers of the company and the 
purposes for which it was organized. He no- 
ticed that the name of Senator Harris of Ten- 
nessee was mentioned in the circular as con- 
nected with the enterpfise. He called on 
Senator Harris, and was by him referred to 
Senator Garland. Who was represented as well 
acquainted with the status of the company and 
us relanons to the Bell Company. After ob- 
taining Mr. Garland's opinion the Senator said 
be concluded to take and did take 100 shares of 
Pan-Electric stock for which he gave bis check 
for $1,000 on the Metropolitan National Bank 
of Washington, which wes paid tue fol- 
lowing day, and for which he received a con- 
tract showing that he was entitle to 100 
Shares of stock, which, owing to the incom- 
plete organization of the company, it was not 
at that time ready to issue. ‘‘That stock was 
issued to me, said the Senator,’ about one 
year ago—that is, ninety sbares of it. The 
other ten shares were retained by the company 
as an assessment to defray the expenses of ex- 
pected litigation with the Bell Company.

CHICAGO GRHEKS. 


One of Their Number Comes to the 
Defense of His Countrymen, 

Several North Side Greeks contradict the 
statement made about the Chicago represent- 
atives of their nation by a South Water street 
Italian frutt-dealer in an interview in THE 
TRIBUNE March 5. A Greek varnishmaker 
who lives at No. 376 Indiana street said there 
were not over 200 Greeks, all told, in Chicago, 
while the Italian had put the figures at 4,000. 
They were not, as the Italian had said, men 
who come bere to make money and then go 
back to Greece like the Chinese to their coun- 
try when they have saved a little. The Greeks 
instead owned real estate in Chicago, were tax- 
payers, and married here. Many of them had 
marriageable children. There were not any 
scavengers, hostlers, express-men, or saloon- 
cleaners among the m. Some owned 
saloons, about one-haif were dealers in 
fruit, but all were respectable and 
brought up their families respectably. 


ever seen in the alieys picking rags, nor did 
the little girls go on the street begging and 
playing a band-organ with a monkey dancing 
on top of it. Never had a Greek child or adult 
stooped so low as to sort outa dinner from an 
alley garbage- barrel or gather cigar studs in 
gutters and among saloon siops. They might 
be poor, but one and all were honest toilers 
for daily bread. Their homes, too,were neat. As 
to their neigbborboods, there was not a Greek 


and the bovels in “levee Clark street were 
invariably Italian hovels of filth and disgrace. 
Two or three of the Chicago Greeks kept res- 
taurents ap Halsted street, one on Despiaines, 
near Van Buren. Several worked in the 
varnish factories at the foot of Indi- 
ana street, and several others in the 
varnish factories on Division street, 
Austin Doyle’s brother-in-law among them. 
The 400 or 600 Italians who would apply to the 
city for work at cleaning the streets this 
month would represent the flower of sunny 
Italy” the spokesman thought, but there 
would not be a Greek among them. He and 
the foreman of his varnish-shop bad been in 
this city twenty-three years and during that 
time they had worked for one firm. Of eight 
men working there tive were married. There 
were to bis knowledge five Greek veteraus of 
the Rebellion and twoof them were members 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. He had 
enlisted from Connecticut. The G. A. R. men 
were Brown, the Wells street barber, and P.

Dec, 31 was $285,900 in excess of the actual, it 
ig not improbabie that the present figures may 
also be an overestimate, though even et the 
present Gigures it spears that the West- 
ern Union bas not earned its last .two 
dividends by about $450,000, and it becomes a 
pertinent question as to whether previous div- 
Gends have not been paid partly out of the 
surplus fund. Many believe that the directors 
of the Western Union owe ite numerous stock- 
holders an explanation, outside of the explana- 
tien contained in the report, a part of whieh 
is the failing off in the net revenues for the 
last quarter in the cable, commercial news 
and quotation service. There was 4 large in- 
crease of expenses for taxes and cabie- 
line repairs; which are beyond con- 
trol. The receipts for regular inland 
commercial messages bave been well main- 
tained. The weekiy receipts therefor at test 
offices (which include those at all the principal 
cities and towns and all the important points 
reached by competing lines) show an increase 
of $81,176 over those of the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year.

THE TWENTY-THIRD PSALM USED AS THE 
TEXT FOR AN EARNEST APPEAL. 

Casino Rink yesterday afternoon Gontained 
the largest audience yet seen there any after- 
noon since Sunday, and the attendance and 
evident maintenance of the interest in the 
services were apparently full of encourage- 
ment to Brothers Jones and Small.

For the Seripture ies- 
son Dr. Barrows read the Sermon on the 
Mount. Col. Clarke followed in prayer and Mr. 
Burke sang the solo, A Poor Sinner Like Me.“ 
Dr. Barrows, after remarking that God was 


saving many a poor sinner, thanked God for 


the manifestations of His grace at these serv- 
fees, and especially for the manifeste- 
tion the previous evening when, under 
what he believed was the most 
impressive sermon he had ever listened to in 


Chicago, so many hundreds were brought to a 


dense of their need of Christ. From fifty to 


Sixty persons visited the inguiry-room. He 


urged still greater attention on the part of the 
workers towards inquirers, and expressed the 
bope that the afternoon’s collection would be 
commensurate witb the size of the audience— 
the largest yet present at anyof the week-day 
afternoon services.

Iam glad that all our commentators agree 
that David is the author of the Twenty-third 
Psalm. * The Lord is my Shepherd; I shall not 
want. David was once his father’s shepherd- 
boy. It was his care to look after the flocks; 
and no doubt when David's pen wrote this 
psalm bis memory ran back over his youthful 
days, when, in the mornmg, be led the sheep 
forth from the fold, and carried them, as he 
walked before them, to the pastures; and how 
he wateved them throught the day, and brought 
them safely back to the fold at night. No 
doubt bis mind ran back over that scene when 
the wild beast came to the pasture and carried 
of one of his sheep; bow he followed that 
wild beast and slew it, and brought bis lamb 
back to the fold. Then David, looking 
over that picture, said: The Lord is my 
Shepherd; I shall not want.” Just as 
God is infinitly greater than Iam, and just as 
I am infinitly of more importance than a sheep, 
zust in that sense so much more infinitly more 
is God my Shepherd, and, as a sheep of His 
pasture, I shali not want.

THE LABOR AGITATION FOR HIGHER 
WAGES. 

Our reference of yesterday to the results of 
labor agitation iu England contains the mate- 
rial for a great deal of thought. The subject 
is especially suggestive at the present time, 
when this country is threatened with a rad- 
ical change in the conditions of the labor 
market the consequences of which no one can 

foresee. It is not, however, difficult to per- 
ceive that the gravest results are among the 
possibilities, that any serious derangément of 
the existing relations between labor and cap- 
ital would entail much distress upon some- 
body, and that in such an event the greatest 
part of the suffering would necessarily fall 
upon the wageworkers themselves. 

The British artisan has already killed off a 
considerable part of the export trade of his 
own country by putting or keeping up the 
cost ot labor to a point where the foreign 
manufacturer is able to undersell him in the 
home market, The existence of a tariff on 
imports forms a partial shield against a sim- 
Uar fate to the worker in this country, but a 
rise in Jabor would shut off our exports of 
manufactures, and even vegetable and ani- 
mal food Included, because of the greater 
cost of production. And only a little ad- 
vance would suffice to let a flood ot foreign 
manufactures surge over our sea-wall to com- 
pete on our own soil with the product of 
American labor. The volume of this inva- 
sion of our own fleld would of course depend 
to a great extent upon the magni» 
tude of the advance in costhere. Witha 
20 per cent increase it would be overwhelm- 
ing, and fully that much is involved in the 
proposition to obtain the payment of a pres- 
ent day’s wages for a term of eight hours’ 
work. ‘The “Knight” may claim this to be 
an overstatement of the case—holding that 
his augment of pay would form but a small 
part of the total cost, and that so much could 
be spared out of the present rate of profit to 
the manufacturer. But his is false reason- 
ing, The statistics of the business world 
warrant the statement that the average em- 
ployer of labor makes barely more than a 
living, the gains of the few who grow rich 
being nearly equaled by the losses due to the 
numerous failures of those who cannot make 
beth ends meet, And about all therest of the 
last selling cost of the article is made up of 

remuneration to some of the numerous 
forms of labor, For instance: the wood and 
iron that are nailed together by the box 
maker can be bought in the forest and the 
mine at a very few cents per thousand feet 
for the one and per ton for the other. It is 
the labor of transforming and transporting 
the materiai that gives to it nearly all of its 
value—including, of course, the labor em- 
ployed in making and using the machinery 
needed in both of those processes. Hence a 
general rise in the price of the labor required 
to perform a given quantity of work means a 
corresponding advance in the price at which 
the product must be sold in order to avoid 
loss, If that loss cannot be avoided pro- 
duction will soon be curtailed or cease en- 
tirely, and the worker lack employment. 

That is what ails the English labor market 
today, and it is precisely what will be the 

matter with ours if the organization of the 
workers succeed in pushing their *‘ wheel of 
progress forward to the point that is aimed 
at. We are aware that some of the work- 
ers claim they do not expect to obtain ten 
hours’ pay for eight hours’ work, but the 
great majority are free to say that is just 
what they do expect, and will not be content 
without it. ‘The plain fact is that if they do 
succeed they will be worse off than now, be- 
cause the same wages will buy less of what 
they wish to consume, irrespective of 
foreign pressure both of goods and of work- 
ers anxious to share in ‘the supposed 
benefit. If they fail it will be with 
the result of having discouraged capital 
to an extent that may take 
and during the whole of time the labor 
market will o oe @ demoralized condition, 
entailing upon workers a An ot misery 
fully equal to what has been experienced in 
seasons of panic: These are the.

time afterwards. What the average worker 
would do in the absence of the encourage- 
ment, aid, and direction afforded by capital 
need not be told. The least intelligent can 
describe it for himself after a little thought 
on the subject. 

A SCHEME TO MAKE HARD 004 

DEAR, 

It is reported on good authority that the 
managers of the Eastern coal lines have in 
contemplation a grand scheme of profit, to 
take effect as soon as the atrangements can 
be made therefor. The object of this is no 


less than a raising of the ‘price of all the coal: 
sold from the anthracite regions by about 
$1 per ton. They calculate that this would 


add at least thirty millions of dollars per 
year to their revenues, which, if it could only 
be continued in foree for a single twelve- 
month, would enable them to lift the 
weightier part of their debts and put the 
lines in good shape” for the future. A 
judicious manipulation of the stocks of the 
roads would enable them to rake in enormous 
profits, both on the rise and on the decline. 

It is fair to presume that the first move- 
ment on the program would be to take 
advantage of the striking disposition 
among the miners of the coal. This cou 
be continued under various pretexts long 
enough to raise the ery of scarcity; and 
a pooling of their issues on production would 
do the rest. The success of the whisky ring 
may have led them to think that the gahie 16 
an easy one to play, especially as they have 
long since learned that the working miners 
can be governed with little trouble by the 
rule of contraries. Of course it is not to be 
expected that the rights of the workers would 
be respected in the matter any more than 
those of the great public. Both are held in 
about the same estimation by the coal mag- 
nates as was the more comprehensive of the 
two by the man who is reported to have ex- 
claimed, ‘‘ The public be d -d!“ 

It is just possible, however, that the 
scheme, if tried, would prove to be a failure, 
The ‘* public” has acquired a way of acting 
as well as of thinking for itgelf, anc is par- 
ticularly apt to assert its inalienable right in 
cases of palpable attempts at oppression. 
Should they essay it the great bituminous 
coal-fields of the West would be called upon 
to an extent hitherto unknown, and the mo- 
nopolists might svon find that they had reck- 
oned without their host. The coal-consum- 
ers of the West are very much better able to 
assert their independence now than they 
ever were before, as the invention ot smoke- 
burving apparatus enables them to use 
the softer Kind without making of 
themselves a ‘nuisance to be abated be- 
cause ‘it cannot be ‘endured, It is ‘highly 
probable that the imposition of that extra 
dollar per ton would result in a change of 
conditions great enough to render it unneces- 
sary for the coal kings to combine in years to 
come, They would probably be surprised to 
find how easily the world could get along 
without them and their wares, and before 
many months discover the necessity of offer- 
ing their goods on cheaper terms than ever 
in order to meet the increased competition 
provoked by their own acts, The coal kings 
would do well to think at least twice before 
undertaking once to carry out such a pro- 
gram, the great feature of which would be a 
strong resemblance to the dog told of by 
Asop who lost the substance in snatching at 
the shadow. 

One may well pity the holders of Reading 
stock, especially of the latest issues, which 
include some thirty-four millions of dollars 
that have not the ghost of a hope of div 
dends except us contingent on the success 
of some such scheme as that here referred to. 
But no amount of abstract pity or sympathy 
will induce the dear public to reach down 
into its own . pockets deeply enough to pay 
their losses. Certainly it is not by any such 
method as this that we can hope ever to see 
Reading made easy to the holders of its 
stocks and bonds.

The Voyage Iugloriously Cat Short by 


the Appearance of an American 


| Wuar-ship. 
Arrival of Orew and Passengers in Ons- 
tody at Key West, Fla.—What 
They Say. 


Key West, Fla., March 10.—[ Special. 
The United States steamer Galena and her 
prise, the City ot Mexico, are lying in this har- 
bor, There are several cases of yeliow-fever 
on board the Galena. The commander of 
the Galena, C. W. Chester, was approached to- 
day by your correspondent with reference to 
the fever on shipboard and thé filibustering 
expedition. The displayed the 
following report, which was submitted to the 
health office of Key West: “My attention has 
been called toa statement in New York that 
there were fifteen cases ot yellow-fever on the 
United States steamer Galena. I beg leave to 
deny, emphativally, this statement, On arrival 
here we had but one case of that disease and 
be had deen convalescent . since the 15th ult., 
avm taken sick ou the Sth ult.“ 

The Captain refused most empbatically to 
say anything about the fliouster or the 
prisoners on board of the City of Mexico. It 
was with diffieulty that I succeeded in board- 
ing the City of Mexico, but from several of the 
passengers I secured a graphic story of the 
Captured steamer’s trip from New York to the 
southern seas. Since the arrival at this port 
of the steamer City of Mexico, as a4 
prze to the United States steamer 
Galena, public opinion appears to be 
eqhally divided as to whether or not any acts 
were committed which justified the capture, 
and if the commander of the Spanish gunboat 
Jorge Juan, apprehensive that an expediton 
against Cuba might perhaps be contemplated, 
did not make a catspa v of our Government in 
demanding the steamer’s removal from the 
Caribbean Sea and her return to a port in the 
Usited States. The action of our naval author- 
ities in seizing the City of Mexico appears to 
have been on a protest made by the Honduras 
Government, embodying all species of crimes. 
One of the imprisoned passengers told his story 
to your correspondent tonight as follows: 

The City of Mexico left New Lors for Pro- 
gresso Dec. 22 last, with a cargoof 10,700 sacks 
of corn and ufhsteen passengers. After land- 
ing the cargo at its destination we steamed for 
Bélize, Honduras, where we took on additional 
passengers and continued to Blue Fields, where 
they were destined, some intending a perma- 
nént residence there and others desirous of 
reaching Nicaragua, via Great Fawn. The 
authorities at .Biue Fields, without as- 
signing any reasons, prohibited our landing, 
whereupon the Captain decided to continue to 
Corn Island for a supply of water, of which 
we were almost destitute, and afterwards pro- 
ofeded to New York via St. Andrew's Island 
aud Jamaica. Arriving at St. Andrew's, the 
passengers attempted to land principally to 
procure supplies and also because of its close 
ptoximity to their intended destination, but 
tus authorities drove us on, in consequence, as 
they stated, of the Republic of Colombia being 
in a state of siege. No person unprovided 
with a passport could be permitted to land. All 
efforts of the Captain, joined to those of the 
Consular Agent, to obtain tme concession 
proving unavailing, the Captgin decided to 
continue the voyage to Kingston, where orders 
were given to weigh anebor. The first mate, 
who was intoxicated, refused duty and pro- 
tested against the steamer sailing, and an ap- 
peal was made to Consular-Agent Brooks, who 
came aboard and endeavored to eettie the aiffi- 
cpity. Notifying the crew that the steamer 
bad been regularly cleared by him for Kings- 
ton, and that they bad signed articles for a 
three months’ voyage and that varely two bad 
transpired, the crew apparently acquiesced, 
but demanded that the passengers be disarmed 
abd that the Consular Agent sbould 
remain aboard until Kingston was reached 
as 4 guarantee or safety. The 
demand for arms from the passengers 
and crew resulted in obtaining five revolvers 
from the former and five or six [rom the latter, 
which were placed in charge of the Captain, 
Another difficulty now arose. The Consular 
Agent stated that to accompany the steamer 
to Kingston he demanded $500 in American 
gold, and the Captain, feeling satisfied that it 

uld be impracticable to enforce his authority 

o demand a fulfillment ot contract by the 
drew at St. Andrew's Island, borrowed the 
money from one of the and handed 
it to the Consular Agent, who took it ashore, re- 
turoing shortly afterwards with his bagrage and 
gtepped aboard, At daylight the following 
morning the Captain gave orders® to start, but 
the mate, who was still drunk, again mutinied 
and abused everybody aboard. At this stare 
some of the crew gave notice that they desired 
to enter à protest at the Consulate and went 
asbore. Subsequently the Consular Agent no- 
tified the Captain that the crew no longer 
wanted the guarantee of his presence aboard 
to continue the voyage, but demanded protec- 
tion to life by the landing of all passengers, 
and for this reason be gave notice that 
the steamer was detained and ordered the 
entire crew ashore, thus completely abandon- 
ing the passengers, who remained without pro- 
vigions until the Captain's return that night 
with the keys of the locker, who authorized 
mem to supply themselves with whatever 
could be ound aboard. In view of these dif- 
culties, the Consular Agent sent to Colon for 
assistance, and the Galena arrived five or six 
days thereafter with the Cogsul from Colon 
aboard, who continued the examination of the 
crew, deposed the Captain from his command, 
ordered an armed crew from the Galena to take 
charge of the City of Mexico, ber Captain, to- 
gether with Emilio Deigado and Manuel Morey, 
— under arrest aboard the Galena, and the 
crew to resume their duties on the steamer 
and proceed to Colon without granting the pas- 
sengers a hearing. We left St Andrew's 
sland, but at a short distance from the harbor 
‘we encountered tne Spanish gunboat Jorge 
Juan at anchor. We went close alongside and

AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 

A procession of British seamen marched from 
the docks to the city this afternoon to make 
a demonstration against the Goverment for 
negiecting to take steps towards relieving trade 
of its depression. They behaved in 
an orderly manner and were loudly 
cheered along the route. They carried 
a great number of banners, some of 
which bore the inscriptions, British Labor Is 
Sacrificed in the Interests of Foreign’ Labor.“ 
otc. The procession attracted much attention, 
and the streets through which it passed were 
filled with people. Fora time there was some 
excitement, caused by a fear that roughs and 
rowdies might use the occasion to repro- 
duce the scenes of the Trafalgar Square 
riots. When the seamen reached the 
city they proceeded to the neighborhood of 
the Board ot Trade rooms, where they held a 
meeting. At this they appointed a committee 
to wait upon Mr. A. J. Mundella, President of 
the Koard of Trade, and urge the necessity of 
such changes in the free-trade policy of the 
Government as might be necessary’ to revive 
the foreigh and domestic trade of the Empire. 

DISTRESS IN TRELAND. 

The Government bas placed gunboats at the 
service of Mr. Tuke in hie work of relieving 
the distress among the inbabitants of the isi- 
ands along the western Irish coast. Inde- 
describable distress bas been developed among 
the people inhabiting the Arran Isles, off Gal- 
way, who, besides having hardly anything to eat 
but moss and sea-grass, are without fire and 
often without clothing and shelter. It is not 
rare to find girle of 17 and 18 years of age kept 
in enforced hiding during the daytime because 
bereft of every thread of clothing, long 
ago bartered away for seed potatos or 
roots to feed tae smaller children. Fishing-In- 
spector Brady recently went among the miser- 
able people of Arran to distribute relier fur- 
nisbed by an organization of the Irish police. 
His funds ran short today, and he had still so 
much pitiable wretchedness to relieve that he 
appealed to Mr. Bussy, who is charged with 
the  distribu@on of the fund raised in 
Atherica for the impoverished fishermen of 
Achill and Boffin Islands, and begged him to 
divert part of bis store for the benefit of the 
Arranese. This Mr. Bussy was permitted to 
do, and he reports that in order to save the 
lives of scores of people now dying of starva- 
tion in those western islands it is imperative 
that relief on a large scale be at once or- 
ganized. 

Dusiin, March 10.—The Lord Mayor has 
called ‘a meeting to be held at the Mansion 
House tomorrow to censider the subject of the 
distress existing amoug the working classes of 
Ireland. The Earl of Aberdeen, Lord-Lieu- 
tenant, has expressed his intention to attend 
the meeting. 

BRITISH NEWS. 
MRS. CHANFRAU ENTHUSIASTICALLY RE-

It is a well-asesured fact that the sub- 
ject of the currency is engaging the attention 
of. certain members of the Government who 
have hitherto appeared to regard the question 
as worthy of little, if any, consideration. 

AFTER AMERICAN HORSES. 

It will be of interest to Western horse-breed- 
ers to know that the British War Office is con- 
sidering seriously a plan for the establishment 
of an agency for the regular purchase of cav- 
alry borses in Canada for use in the British 
army. It is suggested that this will open a 
new market for Canada and compensate to a 
certain extent the peopie of the Dominion for 
losses they have sustained through the opera- 
tion of the American tariff. The project con- 
templates the purchase of 9,000 norses an- 
nually.

THE ANCIENToGAYETY OF THE FESTIVAL 
REVIVED IN ALL THE GREAT CITIES. 

Rome, March 10.— Via Maockay-Bennett 
Cabie to The Tribune.}—Since Thursday last 
all the great Italian cities and many small ones 
have been making gallant efforts to revive the 
ancient gayety of the festival. In Rome, Naples, 
Milan, and Verona the masquerades have been 
unusually brilliant, especially here, where, 
since the abolition of the barberi races, the 
carnival bas for some years been a sorry sham. 
The fun was not very lively in the Corso for 
the first few days—it looked, in fact, 
decidedly duil despite. the red, blue, and 
white bunting, the flowers, and trophies which 
adorned the countiess balconies in the street. 
But the day se. aside for the first of the two 
processional masquerades, which are really 
the chief features of the Roman carnival, halt 
the city was crowded in the narrow square be- 
tween the Palazzo Venezia and tne Portof del 
Popolo, while merrymaking grew disagreeable. 
The travestareux roughs were pictu ely 
promineut, and the coriandro they threw at 
pretty women who stood watcbing from the 
balconies were too often cabbage-staiks. The 
battagliodi flori was kept up between the occu- 
pants of the windows and the passers-by 
witb much spirit, but the flowers were not ot 
that hot-house splendor which Ouida makes 
them in ber Italian novels. 

One of the most effective masquerades in the 
procession with which tne carnival closed last 
evening came from Corneto. It represented a 
group of Etruscan priests and augurs on their 
way to Rome to offer a sacrifice to Saturn. In 
the centre of the group was @ car drawn by 
four white oxen with, gilded horns. On 
the car, Which was tastefully adorned 
with festoons of flowers and grapes, 
stood an altar with a sacrificial ox 
burning on it. Before it went a chorus of 
satyrs and baccbantes carry ancient mu- 
sical ostrumenuts and baskets; benind it came 
a mounted escort. Another group which, 
though less artistic, bad a success with the 
patriotic part of the crowd consisted of two 
huge cardboard men-of-war manned and elab- 
orately rigged. These were meant ag a tribute 
to the heroism of the Massowah expeditionary 
forces. The art students were not so enter- 
prising as on some former occasions, but the 
** Artistic and Industrial Museum ’’wontribut- 
ed a clever masquerade, satirizing the absurd- 
ities of modern Italian art. 

I noticed Queen Margherita at the window ia 
the Corso. While the cortége was passing she 
seemed to onjoy the fun and was loudly 
cheered. As the Etruscan group reached the 
Queen's baicony it stopped and presented ber 
with a curious votive cup, At nightfall innu- 
merabie moccoletti were lighted in all the win- 
dows, and tens of thousands of pleasure- 
makers indulged in the innocent delight of 
blowing each otier’s candles out. Then a 
move was made to the Plazza del Popolo, where 
the crowd solemnly burned King Carnival.

Appropriation for Paving Street Intersec- 

oo Mayor Would Like to See Mr. 

tz. 

There bas been an impression in some quar- 
ters that the Council bad made no appropria- 
tion to pay street contractors for work done 
last year in excess of the appropriation and 
that they migot have to wait a long time for 
their money. Mr. Jones, who bas charge of 
special assessments, said: ‘There is nothing 
serious in the situation at ail, though it seems 
there is an inclination in some quarters to get 
up a scare over it. I suppose there will be 
something of an indebtedness in favor of the 
contractors at the end of the year, but this is 
nothing unusual, as it has been so for years 
past. The sppropriation of $270,000 is * iumped,’ 
no specified amounts bene designated 
for certain pieces of work, so that the Council 
can at any time regcind an order for any given 
improvement. Had every improvement been 
made that bad been ordered by the Council the 
indebtedness to date would be large, but at 
every meeting of the Counci! lately some im- 
provement contract that can bear waiting bas 
been knocked out, and the expenses, there- 
fore, greatly reduced. I suppose it is the in- 
tention of the Aldermen that before they get 
through reducing the work they will get 
the items very nearly within the appropria- 
tion. Bosides this, the contractors have u- 
fied their willingness to do the work necessary 
and wait for what balance of money there may 
be due them. Ido not think that the amount 
of money due the contractors at the end of the 
year will exceed the amount appropriated to 
any great extent. 

Mayor Harrison’a attention was called to a 
peculiar case yesterday.

SHORT OF JUDGES. 
Consequences of Judge Moran's Transfer 
to the Appellate Court. 

The appointment of Judge Moran to the 
Appellate Court, mention of which was made 
in yesterday's TRIBUNE, was the cnief topic of 
conversation yesterday among the lawyers and 
in the Court-House. The Judge went over to 
the Appeliate Court in the morning with Judge 
Bailey and he and Judges Bailey and McAllister 
beard arguments in various cases until the 
day's calendar was called through. In the 
afternoon Judge Moran was back in his oid 
court-room listening to the conclud- 
ing arguments in the case of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Phillips against the South 
Park Commissioners, which hus been on bear- 
ting before bim for the last two or three weeks. 
Today the Appellate Court will adjourn for a 
week or two to consider cases and Jydge 
Moran will then conclude the Phillips case, 
but not take up any new busiress. 

While his appointment is recognized as one 
of the strongest that could be made, yet it is 
singularity unfortunate for the Circuit Court. 
There are abouc 4,000 pending law cases and 
1,800 pending ebancery cases in that court. On 
an average a common-law Judge 
dispose of 
and a chancery 
500. Both branches ot the court are from a 
year to a year and a half behindhand in their 
ealendars, and, unless some steps are taken 
very soon to make up for the loss of Judges 
Moran and Hawes, the Circuit Court business 
will be very seriously embarrassed. It would 
take one chancery Judge four years to get 
through with the business now pending. Judge 
Muikey is said to bave remarked that he had 
the power to appoint a Judge to come here if 
necessary and try cases, and this could easily 
be done, Another step which tas already been 
suggested is to bave the lawyers meet 
and petition the County Commissioners 
to callin some country Judge and pay him 
$1,000 to $38,000 a year extra. In the pub- 
lic interests it seems as though sometbing of 
the kind must be done, as it is admitted that 
the litigation in Cook County is constantly in- 
creasing with the increase of population. It 
is said that the position accepted by Judge 
Moran was offered to Judge Gary, but de- 
clined by him, as he preferred the comparative 
ease of his present place to the perhaps more 
elevated but certainly more laborious posi- 
tion in the Appeliate Court. 


WOODEN HUTS. 
A Choice Collection Run Up at the Corner of 
Wabash Avenue and Twelfth Street. 

About three months ago Tun Trispwe called 
attention to the alleged violations of the bulid- 
ing ordinance that had been carried out by 
August Miller in the erection of a coalshed 
100x40 feet at the northeast corner of Wabash 
avenue and Twelfth street. The inspectors of 
the Bullding Department interfered, and Miller 
compromised by sawing out sections of the 
front fence on Wabash avenve, which brought 
part of the erection at least within the eight- 
feet limit. The southern boundary of Miller's 
domain consists of a bill-posters’ fence run- 
ning eighty feet east on Twelfth street, to 
which Miller added twenty feet more of wooden 
fencing sixteen feet hich to bring the fence 
right out to the corner ol Wabash avenue. At 
the northeast corner of the shed, fronting on 
Wabash avenue, is an innocent, unpretentious- 
looking little office, said to be walied with sheet- 
iron, and used for transacting a coal, express, 
and “real-estate’’ business. To the casual 
paseer-by the only thing about Miller's place 
to attract notice has been the wholesale ob- 
struction of the sidewalk on Wabasb avenue 
and part Of the roadway on Twelfth street. 

A glance at the inside of Miller's supposed 
coal-shed reveals quite a startling state of 
affairs. In place of the conventional stock of 
coal and lumber the spectator deholde frame 
buildings enough on the Twelfth street side to 
make a fair-sized hamiet. Immediately behind 
the Office and connecting therewith is a com- 
fortabiy-turnished, well papered room in which 
Miller and his wife sleep. Back of this is a 
fair-sized kitchen, whose light, like that of the 
bedroom, comes from a window looking into 
the yard. Coming next in order is another 
bedroom, entered from the yard, in which two 
coal-ecarriers of Milier bave slept for the last 
month or two. The wall-paper on this room 
consists of fragments of theatrical bilis and 
newspapers fastened over the chinks in the 
lumber. Next in order of succession comes a 
four-stall ‘barn in which Miller keeps his 
beasts of burden. All the living-rooms 
except the office are constructed of old lum- 
ber, and bave windows facing into the coal- 

Light is obtained through skylights in 
the top roof by day and gas by night, while 
the beating is secured by coal-stoves in three 
of the apartments.

A Change in Rules Regarding Insoufficiently 

Addressed Publications—Other Items.

31.124. Hungarian seed and German and common 
millet were in moderate demand with increased 
offerings, and quotably 60@67}<¢c for 2 —— and 
pon on for millet. Sales were: 11 
at 620. 

The street markets were dull, except for butter, 
cheese, and green vegetables. Shippers of the last 
named are suffering to a very great extent by rea- 
don of the railroad strike. Several loaded cars are 
lying here that cannot be moved, as there is no 
knowing when they will reach their destination. 
Besides which a number of car-loads have been 
stopped in transit, and shippers have been obliged, 
in their own interest, to follow them up in the hope 
of disposing of the produce wherever it may be 
found or bring it back to this city, entailing a con- 
siderable loss either way. A growing activity was 
noted in the dry-goods market, mail and telegraph 
orders increasing. was, too, a larger num- 
ber of buyers in person present, and taken alto- 
gether the volume of trading is already away be- 
yond that of the same time last year. 

Some parties on the floor say it is fair to esti- 
mate that there will be a falling-off in the spring 
wheat acreage of this year in the Northwest to the 
extent of fully 10 per cent. They say the price 
has ruled so low as to discourage the seeding of 
anything like as much as last year, especially as 
there seems to be no hope of much improvement 
in the if this be correct, and the 6.000. 
000 bu decrease in winter wheat acreage turn out 
to be a fact, the result will be a great reduction in 
the crop aggregate of the United States next 
harvest. 

The Agricultural Bureau gives the stocks of 
wheat in the United States, visible and invisible, 
as 159,000,000 bu, against 212,000,000 bu a year ago. 
This is a decrease of 53,000,000 bu. heb 20,000,000 
bu for spring seeding and 100,000,000 bu for the do- 
mestic consumption of the country before the next 
crop is available there cannot be a heavy load for 
the trade to carry, even if we suppose that the re- 
serve of flour is equal tothe quantity that will be 
exported in the next four months. We may re- 
mark that the flour supply is estimated by some to 
be only about 1,000,000 bris, which is certainly less 
than the probable exports between now and har- 
vest. In corn the stocks are reported to be 98,000,- 
000 bu greater than a year ago. 

The first wheat for direct export that has been 
worked in this market for a long while past was 
negotiated yesterday. It is only No. 3 spring, and 
but two boat-loads at that. Still the fact shows 
that something can be done in the way of sending 
our grain to Europe in other form than as flour. 

Considerabie excitement was witnessed yester- 
day on the receipt ot reports that two cargoes of 
wheat had arrived in New Yorkjfrom San Francisco. 
The quantity seems to be about 75,000 bu—not 
enough to make a noise about or to make it neces- 
sary to attempt an explanation to the effect that 
only 7,000 centals of wheat arrived, the same being 
used to fill out * cargo of barley sent from the 
Pacific slope. it had gone to St. Loui« there 
might be occasion for comment. That city appears 
not to have wanted to makea bid on 500 cars of- 
fered to arrive by rail at the reduced rates of 
freight. 

Somebody must have blundered in regard to the 
quotations on eggs in the Boston market last Tues- 
day. Our telegraphic advices of yesterday read as 
follows: “ Eggs are held at 23@24c per doz for 
near by; 22@23c for Eastern; 214,@23c for North-

An- 
other reason why the piea that the live-stock 
men have been discriminated against cannot 
be substantiated is that some of the most in- 
fluential officials of Eastern roads are largely 
interested in the various stocK-yards in this 
country and also in cattle transportation cars. 
These officials are not likely to discriminate 
against their Own interests; on the contrary 
it is tor their interest to break 
up the dressed-beef industry. Commissioner 
Fink, in a recent interview, openly admits that 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company alone is 
responsible for the recent advance in dressed- 
beef rates, and that the live-stock snippere 
had nothing to do with the matter, unless the 
Penusylvaula represented them. Regarding the 
causes that led up to the late action of the 
railroads and explaining _ the demand 
of the Pennsylvania for this. change, 
Mr. Fink says by the agreement under 
the arbitration of 1883, the abandonment of 
which the dressed-beef men now charge to the 
trunk-line pool in the interest of the live-stock 
men, was never lived up to by the railroads, 
and, in fact, virtually never went into force.

Senator Pugh’s Defense of Presi- 
dent Oleveland in Reply to 
Mr. Hdmunds. 


Pension-Commissioner Black Before 


the Investigating Com- 
mittee. 


Logan and Riddleberger Exchange Oompli- 
ments Over the Eads Natter 
Notes. 


_WasnivoTon, D. C., March 10.—In the Sen- 
ate today Mr. Puech replied to the speech of 
Senator Edmunds concerning suspensions by 
the President. Mr. Pugh related the facw 
connected with the Duskin case, and said tht 
the Senate resolution did not call for public or 
official documents, but for private docum nts 
and private papers relating exclusively t an 
official act of the President in the suspe sion 
of Duskin as District Attorney. The inquiry 
proposed by the Senate was to be made with a 
knowledge of the fact that more than four 
weeks before the resolution was offered to the 
Senate the term of Duskin had expired. If 
they decided the removal was improper or un- 
wise, what would have been the effect of the 
decision? Could it have restored Duskin? The 
Senate was today engaged in an inquiry about 
a matter from which there could be no possi- 
bie practical result. 

The refusal of the Attorney-General five weeks 
after the expiration of his term of office, in 
obedience to the express order of the Pres 
dent, to send in the private documents relat- 
ing to tne suspension ot Duskin was criticised 
in the resolution of the majority as a violation 
of duty, and that violation was denounced as 
being subversive of the principles of 
government and of good administra- 
tion—an act so characterized HS to 
make it a sufficient ground for instant im- 
peachment. What was the relation between 
the Presideht and his Cabinet officers? Mr. 
Pugh would let Mr. Bdmunds’ own words an- 
swer that question. He then quoted from one 
of Mr. Edmunds’ speecttes on the Tenure-of- 
Office act to show that Mr. Edmunds beld that 
a Cabinet officer should be a gentleman person- 
ally agreeable to the President, being one of 
his confidential advisers. 7 

The President had stated that the papers 
were private and unofficial, and related to 
nothing over which the Senate bad jurisdic- 
tion. The majority of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee and its distinguished Chairman—the Sena- 
tor from Vermont—said that, although private 
and unofficial, they would enable the Senate to 
discharge a duty they bad to perform—a power 
it claimed—of revising the official act of the 
President in suspending George M. Duskin as 
District Attorney. There was no mistake that 
the resolution reported condemned the official 
act of the Attorney-General for the reason 
that he had withheld, on the order of the Presi- 
dent, information that he stated was private. 

“Is there anything.“ said Mr. Pugh, “in the 
history of the Government to support this 
claim? The distinguished Senator from Ver- 
mont bas presented along array of what he 
calle precedents. I undertake to say that there 
is no case in the history of the Government for 
eighty years where any such documents as 
those called tor in this resolution were ever 
tranemitted to the Senate in executive or pub- 
lic session on the order of the Senate upon an 
Attorney-General or the President. I indorse all 
that the Senator has so well said about Allen G. 
Thurman. Yes, Mr. President, Alien G. Thur- 
man is the greatest, and the wisest, and the 
purest American statesman now living. [Ap- 
plause in the galleries.] I was surprised that 
the great Senator from Vermont, in this great 
law-making department of the Government, 
should invoke the name and fame and autbor- 
ity of that great statesman to sustain the 
claim now made on the Attorney-General for 
those documents.“ 

What bad Senator Tourman said on the floor 
of the Senate in relation to this power of re- 
moval? Mr. Pugh read from Mr. Thurman's 
speeches on the debate on the Tenure-of-Office 
act, in which be expressed the conviction that 
the power of removal was an Executive power 
exclusiveiy, residing in the President alone. 
Yet the Senator from Vermont invoked an or- 
der signed by Mr. Thurman as Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, addressed to the Attor- 
ney-General, which Mr. Pugh would read to 
the Senate. 

Mr. Pugh then read the letter which was read 
yesterday by Mr. Edmunds, asking for papers 
bearing on the removal of Judge Shaffer of 
the Territory of Utah. That person, Mr. Pugh 
said, had been Judge of a Territory court, and 
in the provision conferring the power of sus- 
pension on the President there was an express 
exception of Judges of the United States. The 
question was whether Territorial Judges were 
embraced in that language. 

Then why was it that Senator Thurman, 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, sent 
that order or request to the Attorney-General? 
He sent it under Sec. 1,767—~—making them sub- 
ject to removal, but only by and with the ad- 
vice ana consent of the Sepate. There was 
the predicate for the order of Chairman Thur- 
man upon the Attorney-General to send in all 
information and papers relating to the removal, 
not to the suspension. 

In conclusion Mr. Pugh said his object bad 
been to defive the character of this conflict of 
authority between the President and the Sen- 
ate and to fortify the view that had always 
been taken by the Democratic party, and to 
fortify it dy authorities. Mr. Oleve- 
land had no fear of an ap- 
peal to the people. He was fesponsibie 
to them. He supposed the majority in the 
Senate had no fear of appealing to the people 
in favor of the omnipotence of the Senate. He 
knew the minority bad none in appealing to 
the people upon the omaipotepce of the Con- 
stitudon and the integrity of Mr. Cleveiand’s 
Administranon. 


LOGAN, RIDDLEBERGER, AND EADS. 

In the Senate today Gen. Logan and Mr. Rid- 
dleberger had a debate on the former's resolu- 
tion to refer to the Committee on Rules for in- 
vestigation the letter of Mi. Eads denying that 
be (Bads) bad any representatives on the floor 
of Senate. r. Riddleberger said he found 
in the Record a letter from J. B. Eade addressed 
to the Senator from IIlinois (Mr. Logan). He 
would like to know bow the Senator got the 
letter into the 

Mr, Logan said he bad nothing to do with 
getting it into the Record. He had merely pre- 
sented a letter of a respectable citizen of the 
United States. 

Mr, Riddleberger said ne would always re 
sent imputations such as were contained in that 
letter. The letter had no business here. He 
would yet discover and uncover che conspiracy 
to maze the United States Government in- 
dorser for the Eads Ship Canal Company. We 
all knew, he said, that ex-Secretary Windom 
was at the bead of that company.

THE SUGAR TARIPP. 

The sugar clauses of the Morrison Tariff bill 
were discussed before the Ways and Means 
Committee today. Representative King of 
Louisiana entered a protest against a reduc- 
tion of the import duty on sugar. Sugar, 
be said, was a most important revenue 
producer, and in 
increasing pensions it 
committee to act slowly in changing the duty. 
It would de better, in his opiaion, from a reve- 
nue standpoint, to remove duties on the neces- 
saries of life, such as clothing, shoes, nails, 
and blankets, From a protective point of 
view he also favored the imposition of 
duty on sugar. John Diamomd or 
New Orleans said the sugar indus 
try had risen steadtiy from the wreck left by 
the War, showing in five years an increase of 
800 per cent under a duty averaging three cents 
per pound. When the duty was reduced in 
1870, and the Louisiana planters were forced 
to compete with foreign slave labor, the 
industry was greatly injured. The present 
duty did not equal the difference in cost be- 
tween American free labor and slave labor. 
The planter had also to compete with German 
and neh beet sugars protected by Govern- 
ment bounties. These sugars were now coming 
to the United States. The Hawaiian free sugar 
was also destroying markets. That treaty 
should be terminated. The Government bad 
lost 23 milhons of revenue witbout adequate 
compensation. The adoption of the Mexican 
reciprocity treaty would be still more disas- 
trous in its effects upon the sugar planter. If a 
competition was forced with Central and South 
America it meant a reduction of wages in this 
country. 


GEN. BLACK’S CHARGES. 

The Senate Committee on Expenditures of 
Public Money began the investigation of the 
charge brought by Commissioner Black in bis 
report that the office under bis pre jecessor 
was avowedly a political machine, and of the 
manner in which the Pension Office bas been 
conducted and administered by the present 
Commissioner. Gen. Black was present, and 
requested that he be permitted to give the 
committee the names of witnesses whom he 
desired to have examined before be made his 
Own statement. 

Senator Kenna embodied the request in a mo- 
tion. After some debate * was lost. 

Gen. Black, in reply to inquiries by Senator 
Harrison, desori the organization of the 
Pension Office and especially the functions of 
the Board of Review, and the usual course of 
a claim through the office from the bands of 
the examiners to tae Board of Review and 
thence to the Commissioner. 

Mr. Harrison—Now, Mr. Commissioner, if you 
have any instance in which an application was 
granted or rejected by the Board of Review, or the 
Commissioner, on account of the politics of the 
person applying will you please give the names 
and the numbers of these cases. 

Answer—I shall be pleased to furnish the infor- 
mation from the files of the Office. 

Question—Are you able to give to the committee 
the name or number of any case? 

Ans wer-—I think I shall be able to furnish you 
such cases. 

Question—Are you able to do it now? 

Answer—I have no memoranda with me now, 

Mr. Bece—You will furnish them? 

Answer—lI will furnish such cases. 

The Com loner proposed to furnish at 
another sess of the committee the number 
of employés in the office the day he took con- 
trol, together with detailed information as to 
the duties of those whom he had appointed 
and their politics, and how many had been ap- 
pointed under the civilservice rules.

Mr. Stone of Missouri said whiie he be- 
loved the law should not be re he could 
not agree with Mr. Pulitzer’s reasoning. He 
will file a minority report expressing his own 
views on the subject. The report was agreed 
to by all the other members, and was subse- 
quentiy laid before the House. It is as fol- 
lows: 

Your committee finds that this bill, instead of 
either im proving or enlarging the scope of the pres- 
ent law, simply provides for the unconditlonal and 
absolute re It reports adversely, and asks 
that the bill lie upon the table for the foliowing 
further reasons: 

First—The principle of divoreing the subor- 
dinate offices of the Government from politics 
and elections and making the time of office depend- 
ent, not upon party service, but upon moral and 
good behavior, is a good ons. 80 far as this pria- 
ciple is sustained by the presént iaw the committee 
thinks there should be no change, 

Second—The present law bas not been on the 
statute books long enough to have had a ful) and 
complete trial. If for no other reason than this, 
the committee will Oppose any measure providing 
for an absolute repeal. 

Third-—No reason or information has been pro- 
sented to this committee justifying an uncondi- 
tional repeal of the present law. It may, perhaps, 
need improvement, but the remedy is amendment, 
not total repeal. 

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

The Secretary of the Treasury sent to the 
Senate today his reply to its resolution of 
March 9 directing bim to inform the Setiate 
bow much, if any, the actual payments and 
puronases of the principal of the publie debt 
since July 1, 1877, have been in excess of the 
requirements of the laws regulating the sink- 
ms fund, and how the existmg laws can be 
carried out in relation to said fund from this 
time until the 250, 000. 000 of 4% per cent bonds 
mature. The Secretary says that the reduc- 
tion has exceeded the requirements of the 
sioking fund by $312,647,531. The amount of 
8 per cents outstanding is $184,683,250, and 
these are the only bonds outstanding redeem- 
able at the option of the Government. As these 
bonds may be absorbed before the maturity of 
the 4% per cent bonds of 1891, which come 
next in order for redemption, further additions 
to the fund oan only be made by purchase of 
bonds in open market.

James C. Matthews of New York to succeed 
Frederick Douglass as Recorder of Deeds in 
the District of Columbia. Mr. Douglass, whose 
fame is Nauonal, handed in bis resignation to 
the President Jan. 5. Like Mr. Dougiass, Mr. 
Matthews is a colored man, but he is almost 
white, and were it not for bis thick lips and 
broad nose he would be taken for a Caucasian 
browned by exposure. He is 40 years of age 
and was bori in New Haven, Conn., but his 
parents soon afterward settied in Albany, N. 
., and here he bas since resided. In 1864 he 
graduated from the Boys’ Academy in that 
city, gaining the first prize for the English 
essay and also the Beck literary medal. His 
diploma was the only one ever issued by this 
school to a colored scholar. He attended the 
Albany Law School, and in 1870 was called to 
the bar, and afterward attained to practice in 
the United States courts. Like his predecessor 
in his new office, ne is a born orator, but, un- 
like him, 18 a Democrat. He has labored for 
the Democratic cause since 1872, and is well 
known to ail of bis race. His stump speeches 
have made him famous, and he is looked upon 
as a leader by his people. He is a relative of 
Bishop John Loguen, and his wife is from one 
of the best colored families ia New York. They 
bave one child. The office to which he has 
been promoted yields a salary of $4,500 per an- 
num.

Impracticable Temperance, 
Curcaeo, March 10.— Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—Mr. Sam Small does not appear to be 
satisfied with preaching Christ and Him eru- 
died, but has turned his attention to the ad- 
vocacy of political probibition. In his Far 
well Hall discourse a day or two ago he is ro- 


ported as saying: 

Bee to it that you exercise the right by which you 
may clean the Augean stabies and remove the foul 
froth from society. You must do it alone, under 
your résponsibility to Christ and His teachings. 
In Georgia in a city [Atlanta] we put the question 
on the ground, whisky or no whisky. Every Chris- 
tian influence joined on this issue; we fought it 
out on that line, and won the battle. There were 
no questions of persons or parties—oaly duty to 
God. Now itis political suicide for a man to rise 
up in that region and ask for office if he lets it be 
known that he is opposed to prohibition. Now, 
you can have this condition in any community if 
you want it. You can clean out the 4,000 bar- 
rooms it all Christians will make common cause. 

Mr. Small thinks that what was done in the 
little city of Atlanta with 40,000 inhabitants 
all native-born Americans, white and biack 
(except a few hundred Irish and Germans), and 
a majority of the families members of three 
Protestant churches—viz.: Methodists, Presby- 
terians, and Baptiste—can be done in Ohicago, 
a city of 700,000 inhabitants, of whom more 
than halt a million are anti-teetotal foreign- 
ers. Mr. Smail does not seem to be aware of 
the fact that of 120,000 legal voters in Chicago, 
not 10,000 of them belong to all the English- 
sveaking Protestant vhurches in the city, and a 
very considerable portion of these are opposed 
to political interference with their beverages. 
The issue that Small advocates would certainly 
be defeated by 100,000 majority on a full vote 
io this city. 

But Mr. Small is inaccurate in his assertion 
that his City of Atianta voted for probibition. 
The county in which that town 1s located voted 
for prohibition by a few hundred majority, 
afteran unprecedented contest; but the City 
of Atlanta voted down political probibition. A 
desperate lawsuit bas since been going on to 
prevent the enforcement of prohibition in the 
county. No evidence is yet before the public 
that the result of that struggle between the 
“drys” and “wets’’ has reformed the bibu- 
lous appetites of the citizens. Prohibition has 
certainly not prohibited either drinking or sel- 
ing in Kansas or Iowa to any perceptible ex- 
tent, whatever it#may do down in Dixie. 

The teetotai Christians of this city may 
do muo to promote and advance the practice 
of total abstinence by moral suasion and self- 
denying example; but by making it a political 
issue they will not close a single saloon nor re- 
forma eingle drinker, but will experience 
overwhelming defeat and shipwreck whatever 
good is now being done by moral suasion.

Ihe Coroner’s Verdict.

SHOALS, Ind., Maren 10.—|Special.)|—The 
crimes for which the Archers were hanged 
consist of aimost everything on the criminaj 
calendar from murder to petty thieving. For 
twenty-five years they have been a reigning 
terror both in Martin and Orange Counties, 
They never failed to visit vengeance for a fun 
cied slight. Martin Archer had a family living 
in Southwest Township, Orange County, who 
are well thought of. Two of his children are 
young women teaching school in that section 
of the country. Oid Tom Archer lived in Co- 
lumbia Township, Martin County, and had a 
large family, every one of whom is under in- 
dict ment for larceny, arson, or murder. Joba 
Archer formerly lived in Columbia Township, 
and in the last year has been living with 
a woman named Holt, seven miles 
east of Vincennes, where he was capt. 
ured two months ago ana brought to 
this town. The chief reason for the Archers 
being hanged was the confession of John 
Lynch, another member of the gang, who is in 


Bunch were. They were found in two differ. 
ent graves, the body having been out in two 
lengthwise and each piece being buried sep- 
arutely. It seems that unknown parties fol- 
lowed the officials yesterday when they went 
to the place where Bunch was buried and saw 
them exhume the remains. Word was imme 
diately spread around the country and the 
vigilantes prepared themselves accordingly. 
This triple was the first of any kind 
tant ever occurred in Martin County. 

The confession of Lynch implicates about 
thirty or forty more people in this vicinity.

The Coroner's Verdict was that the deceased 
came to their deaths at the bands of unknown 
parties. The sum of $52.80 was found on the 
person of Martin Archer. Not one of the Arot- 
ers’ relatives came to town today, but friends 
of the family removed the remains tonight. 
John Lynch, when told of the horrible fate of 
his brother murderers, was completely cowed 
down, and has been fear-stricken all day, cry- 
ing and bemoaning his condition. It is thought 
another member of the wang will be caught in 
a few days—one of the hardest of the lot, 
whose fiendishness and criminal propensities 
are to be compared only to those of the James 
gang. It is thought that John Lynch, the man
